BY 
TH E 
BLIND. 
One of the peculiar things about modern A m erica is that 
so m any intelligent and thoughtful people do not in the least 
seem able to understand it. 
Pick up any m ag az in e that is dev oted to so m eth in g h ig h ­ 
er than stereoty ped fiction and cut-from-a-pattern 
success 
stories, and y ou lind that the prev ailing note, in any article 
that tries to assay the current area, is one of dark loreboding 
or downright despair. 
That is not entirely surprising. 
There are tendencies in 
modern A m erican life that are ominous en ou g h , in all truth. 
But in m an y cases the glopm y prophets se e m to hav e a c o m ­ 
plete misconception of our entire industrial civ ilization. 
A writer in a recent issue of The N e w Republic, for ex -, 
am ple, rem arks that we o w e to Henry Ford “ tin* discov ery 
that our national w elfare d ep en d s upon attaining the m ax ­ 
imum rate of destruction of our national resources.” 
Then, | 
after asserting that Ford’s theory calls on us to waste things j 
w e possess as fast as possible, he com e to the question 
of 
world peace and m akes this am az in g statem ent: 
“ For long w e hav e worried about war, driv en by a pre­ 
industrial feeling that w ar is the e nem y of mankind. 
But 
by the theory of the economic v alue of waste w e lind find war 
is the basis of culture. 
W ar is our great econom ic safety 
v alv e. 
For it w aste lets up, if people simply w o n ’t throw out 
things fast enough to create new needs in k eeping with the 
increased output under im prov ed m ethods o f manufacture, 
w e alw ay s h av e recourse to the still more thoroughgoing 
w aste o f war. 
An intelligently 
m an ag e d 
war can 
leav e 
w hole nations to be rebuilt, thus prov iding work at peak pro 
ductiv ity for millions o f the surv iv ing population.” 
This sam ple of the reaction of our i n te lle c tu a ls to the new 
trend in human society fills one with a sort of stupefied d e ­ 
spair. 
For w e hav e here not only a co m p le te m isunderstand­ 
ing of the doctrine of modern industry , as ex emplified by 
Henry Ford; w e hav e also a ludicrous misconception o f in­ 
dustry ’s attitude toward the tragedy o f war. 
W e hav e a right to e x p e c t som ething than this. The critics 
o f this ag e of industrialism ought, at least, to set th e m se lv e s 
straight on its fundam entals. The facile optimism o f the su c ­ 
cess m ag az in e s is not born of any more shoddy thinking than 
the equally facile pessimism of som e of our intellectuals. 
A trem en d o u s change is com ing upon society these day s. 
It is com ing w h e th e r w e like it or not. 
No am ount of dis­ 
turbed wailing will halt it. 
From our intellectual classes we 
should be getting -not blind outbursts of peev ish alarm, but 
a genuine attem pt to understand what is h appening 
and 
how w e can g e t the most out of it. 
Weird rem arks like the 
ones quoted abov e do no one any good.

Whether the result is pleas­ 
ing depends on the family taste 
Shingle Clad Home Popula r . 
The s u ill house snuggled under 
the outstretched arms of a great tree 
conveys better the foiling of comfort 
and protection If the side walls are 
shingled. 
This is especially true If 
the shingles are stained a w’arm hue.
